The Banquet and the Hotel Strike 

Yoceleditor: The other day I-received 
a letter protesting the locetion of the 
Annual Dinner, which so typifies the oral 
criticism being voiced by several persons 
that I believe the letter, and the answer, 
should be brought to the members! attentim 
through your columns. 

The correspondent, vhose name is being 
withheld inasmuch as he will not have the 
opportunity to’ rebutt the defense here, 
wrote, in part, "I have a very poor 
opinion of a person vho will not pay his 
debts or_a firm who breaks its written: 
contract, even if.it has’ a good excuse, 
end I do not believe I wuld attend the 
dinner if it were held gt the Sir Francis 
Drake. seesothers in the club might feel 
the same way about it and your attendance 
fall off considerably. .«.. I for one would 
certainly like to go throush that picket 
line (of one of the struck hotels)."

1. There was criticism of the banquet 
facilities of the ’past three years even 
before the recent tiff with the Hotel 
Ovmer's Association, The cheirman, be-

2e Facilities at the Sir Francis Drake 
were reserved: before the tiff. For the

tentatively held the date open, awaiting 
confirmation by the Club two or three 
months in advance of the dinner.

5. Other possibilities~-class B hotels 
or country clubs--were suggested too 
late, and would be so radical a departure 
from previous class A locations that a 
hasty change would be unwise. i

i have read Westbrook Pegler too much 
to sympathize with the unions in this 
strike, or in any others I can think of 
offhand, but nevertheless feel it some~ 
what beyond the scope of the Sierra Club 
to take sides in the strike in any offi- 
cial way.
